This may be brought
about by a large variety of dhumses,
but In any case the alm of the treat-
ment should be to remove the source
of the iInflammation. As In most
other allments, half of the batile In
curing scours Is to begin treatment
a8 poon as any trouble I8 noticed. The
College of Agriculture says that the
calves rhould be watched closely and
Itrnutmant administered upon the

firgt indleatlons of scours. Treat-
ment should always begin by entting
| down the ratlon, thus giving the calf
a chance to rid iiself of the {rritating
material. The mlilk should be cut
down at least one-half and In sovere
engon withheld entirely. In most
cases after one or two fesding per-
iods have apssed, the ealf will appear
normal and full feading can be grad-
ually resumed.
